INDIAN SIGNALS. 


The Indians of the great western plains 


have now a system hardly exceeded in effi- 
ciency by the military code of the civilized 
world. For many years their only means of 
communicating at a distance was by signal 
fires upon the hilltops at night and by col- 
umns of smoke during the day. They have a 
•method, not well known .to those outside tbo 
native tribes, of covering a fire until a suffi- 
cient quantity of smoke has been accumu- 
lated, when it will smj.innly hur«t forth int., 
a column of thick, heavy smoke that cannot 
fail to attract attention even at a great dis- 
tance. These signal fires and smoke signals 
are still in-use among them, but they have 
besides a code of signals that is telegraphed 
from point to point by sun flashes made with 
a small mirror. Their code is not known be- 
yond their own ranks, further than that it is 
not a system of words, but that, certain 
flashes of longer or shorter duration, or that 
vibrations intermingled with steady rays, 
signify conditions or events that it was pre- 
viously arranged thay should indicate. The 
Indian heliograph is the small, round mirror 
in a metal case which has always been an ar- 
ticle of trade with savages all over the world. 


Every Indian hunter or warrior wears one 


of these little mirrcrs suspended from a string 
around bis neck, and its use is constant with 
him. 
An officer of the army who recently 


was acting as commissary of subsistence on 
an Apache reservation told me that on one 
occasion the stock cattle for issue to the Indi- 
ans arrived unexpectedly, when he supposed 
that there were not more than ten Indiana 
within twenty miles of the spot, except those 
around headquarters. These at once put their 
little heliographs to use, and responses were 
immediately flashed from the neighboring 
hilltops and repeated to those beyoad. The

syllables in a second. This gives one-fifth 
of a second for each syllable. Taking 1 lao 
feet as tlie velocity of sound per second, wo 
have 224 feet as the distance sound will 
travel in one-fifth of a second. Hence if a 
reflecting surface is 112 feet distant, tlie in- 
itial sound of an uttered syllable will !>e re- 
turned to tho ear from a distance of U'J 
feet, just a.-, the next .syllable starts on its 
journey. 


In this case the first fifthof the second i* 


consumed in the utterance of a syllable and 
the next fifth of the second in hearing its 
echo. Two syllables would be echoed from 
a reflecting surface 234 feet distant, three 
syllables from 330 feet, an<i so on within 
the limit of audibluness. It is evident that 
a sharp, quick sound, the duration of which 
is only one-tenth of a second, would givo 
an echo from half the distance, or fifty-six 
feet. The above estimates are for a tem- 
perature of 61 degs. Fahrenheit, at which 
the velocity of sound is a littlo over 1,118 
feet in » second. The velocity of sound 
when the mercury stands at freezing is 1,080 
feet per second.—St. Louis Republic.
